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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1, The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 4, 6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ahmed (5,331,260). 

Ahmed teaches a multiple switch device for operating a power window comprising: 
a window operating switch 40 (see fig. 2), a selector switch 70 for selecting a particular 

window operation; and 

the selector switch having a lock switch function for disabling window operation (see 

Abstract). 

Regarding claim 2, the operating switch 40 is a single switch. Further, the selector switch 
70 comprises a one-switch knob (fig. 2) for window selection. Window disable operation is 
discussed in the Abstract. 

Regarding claim 4, Ahmed discloses an additional window switch 42 (see fig. 2). 

Regarding claim 6, the knob switch 70 is movable in two directions (clockwise and 
counter clockwise). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 5 and 10-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 3 recites a rotary switch knob with contact positions. The singular rotary knob 
switch having contact positions for lock, driver side ... and their respective location in relation to 
the lock position is neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. Claim 3 in its 
entirety is not disclosed or suggested by the prior art. 

Claim 5 recites a rotary switch for selecting two contact positions and a push button 
function for disabling window operations. Claim 10 recites a rocker switch for selecting two 
contact positions and a push button fiinction for disabling window operations. Prior art does not 
disclose or suggest such switch for operating a vehicle window. Claim 1 1 depends on claim 10. 

4. Claims 7-8 and 12-15 are allowed. 

Prior art of record neither disclose nor suggest a multiple switch, for a power window, 
having a rocker selector switch for selecting the operation of front or the rear windows and push- 
lock function for disabling the window operation. 

Regarding claims 12 and 15, a power window switch as claimed are not discloses or 
suggested by the prior art. 

Claim 8 depends on claim 7 and claims 13-14 depend on claim 12. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Satoh et al. discloses a power window switch.
